mESDICIDEOF NEWMAN 


Superintendent of Institution Admits 


That Boy W\g In Extraordinary 
Position When Found Hanging With 
Knees Only About an Inch Above 
Floor—Watchman and Former In- 
mates Give Startling Testimony 


Boston,

14.—Stories 
of 


cruelty at the Lyman state school at 
Westboro were told before the legis- 
lative committee at state house. The 
committee is Investigating the Institu- 
tion as a result of the death of John 
Newman, the 13-year-old Cambridge 
boy who, his parents .believe, 
was 


beaten to death. 


Edgar L. Coffeen, superlntendant or 


the school, was called to the witness 
stand. 
He declared 
that Newman 


committed suicide and that he was not 
beaten to death. 


Coffeen testified that he had made 


an Investigation 
of 
the 
treatment 


Newman received when he was found 
last Monday' ulght, after having run 
away, and found that no violence had 
been oitered him. He described how 
the boy appeared as he hung from the 
neck in the detention room and ex- 
plained that there were sheets in the 
room at the time because It had been 
used by another boy who was 111. He 
admitted that there were marks on 
the boy's face and "that he got from 
fifteen to fifty letters a week com- 
plaining of the treatment the b»ys re- 
ceived. 


Coffeen admitted also that the body 


of the boy hung In such a manner that 
hIs feet could easily .reach the floor, 
his knees being only about an inch 
above the floor. 
He was asked If be 


did not think .this was an extraordi- 
nary position for the boy to bo In and 
he said it was. 


Thomas McNulty, a night watch- 


man, testified that the boys' backs 
were striped like flags as a result of 
the 
whippings 
they 
received. 
He 


caught sight of the bare bodies of the 
vlcUma when they were In bathing. 


Thomas Cpstello told about a boy 


nam 3d Haggerty who was taken out 
and whipped one night In his night 
clo:hlng- and when he returned the 
gown was covered with blood. 
The 


boy went Insane Inside of a week, the 
witness said. 


Coslello said that he was whipped 


once a week on an average. :-A large, 
ridged hose was used, he said, that 
cut Into tho flesh. Once he was taken 
before Superintendent Chapin with 
his eyes blacked by one of the at- 
tendants and he said Chopin ordered 
him to be 
taken 
out 
again 
and 


whipped. 


Joseph Gaffney, aged 17, told.gbbut 


a whipping ho received.In the school, 
he leaning over a desk while It was 
delivered. He said he got twenty-five 
lushes and then, because hq raised up 
before it was over, he got thirty-five 
more. 
It took two or three weeks 


for the wounds to heal, he said. Gaff- 
ney testified that he saw Mr. Mrison 
hit n boy over the back several times 
with n shovel and he saw officials hit 
boys with their, 
fists.

New York, June H.—The first air

Montreal, Juno 14.—Between twen- 


ty and thirty people lost their lives 
when, tie supports of the sprinkler 
system tank on the roof of Tho Herald 
building gave way and the groat masa 
of metal and water, weighing thirty- 
five tons, went crashing downward 
to the basement. 


Fire broke out Immediately, and 


many of those wounded 
or 
pinned 


down by the wreckage were burned to 
death. 
The firemen displayed great 


heroism In rescuing scores of people 
from perilous positions la the jagged 
and tottering walls. 
| 


Allot those .who escaped agree that i 


the first warning of tie Impending 
disaster 
passed 
almost 
unnoticed. 


There was a slight creaking; then a 
little more, 
somewhat more 
pro- 


nounced, but It was not until the cell- 
Ing plaster began to fall that a rush 
for tiie stairway began. 
Before any- 


one i cached it theje occurred a final, 
deafening crash;affOhen chaos. . 


Many survivors described their fall- 


ing one and two floors before the aw-, 
ful crash died away, and they found 
themselves able to crawl through the 
dense dust to a place of safety. 
Tho 


majority sought safety by rushing to 
the front of the building facing on Vic- 
toria square. 


Fortunately all the floors hold for 


about thirty feet back from the front 
wall, and to this IB due the fact tha; 
the death list does not run into the 
hundreds, for there were nearly 300 
people in the building at the time. 


Every member of the editorial start 


escaped unharmed, their quarters be- 
ing in the front of the building. 


The fire started from the stereo- 


typing department, the coals from the 
furnaces evidently being distributed on 
the different floors through which the 
pots passed on their way to the base- 
ment. Later It broke out In the front 
of the building, presumably from the 
ignition of the gas supply of the lino- 
type machines, which went through 
the floors. 


The cause of the disaster was the 


breaking of the supports of the tank, 
of the sprinkler system. 
This tank, 


was situated about the centre of the 
building and a little to the rear. The 
building has a frontage of about sixty 
feet and was an old structure, re- 
modelled for the 
purposes 
of 
the 


newspaper and its job department. 


A heavy stone wall ran through the 


centre from front to rear. 
Prom this 


dividing wall to the sidewalk steel 
girders had been planted, and upon 
these the tank rested. 
As the tank 


was found on the other Bide of the 
wall from that on which it was placed, 
the supposition is that this centre wall 
gave way. 


The building was valued at $150,000 


and was owned by The Herald com- 
pany, while the vaaluation 
of 
the 


plant is placed at $300,000. 


The Herald appeared last evening as 


an eight-page paper, 
arrangements 


having been made with The Gazette 
to continue its publication until new 
quarters can he secured. This Is the 
sixth time in the last thirty-two years 
in which The Herald has been burned 
out.
